DAGENHAM & Rainham MP Jon Cruddas has 
criticised the closure of Barking’s Remploy factory, 
calling it an ‘outright attack’ on disabled people. 

Remploy, which is the country’s largest special¬ 
ist employer of people with disabilities and health 
conditions, announced recently that it was closing 
36 of its 54 factories as a result of Government 
pulling its funding. 

It is expected that around 1,700 disabled people 
will lose their jobs, including 44 people at the 
Barking branch. 

Mr Cruddas said: “This is last thing local dis¬ 
abled people need. It is an outright attack on one 
of the most vulnerable groups in society. The 
Conservatives promised in 2007 that funding for 
Remploy would continue. We can now see that for 
the barefaced lie that it is.” 

Remploy factories were established 66 years ago 
and its workers are employed in enterprises that 
vary from furniture and packaging manufacturing 
to recycling electrical appliances and operating 
CCTV systems and control rooms. 

The factory in Barking is part of Remploy’s 
Electronics Business, and has drawn praise for its 
innovative work within the industry. 

Mr Cruddas, who visited the factory recently, 
has challenged the Government’s claim that it will 


offer help to those made redundant to get them 
back into work within the wider economy. 

He said: “Dagenham and Rainham now has an 
unemployment rate nearly 60 per cent above the 
national average. There are hundreds and thousands 
of people fighting for a tiny pool of jobs. Seriously, 
what genuine chance does an unemployed disabled 
person stand in finding work? This Conservative- 
led Coalition Government have pulled the mat from 
under their feet, the decision is a disgrace.” 

The decision to close the factories was based on 
recommendations made in a report commissioned 
by the Department for Work and Pensions — and 
carried out by Liz Sayce of Disability Rights UK 
- on how to spend its £320million budget for dis¬ 
ability employment more effectively, including the 
financial analysis of Remploy businesses. 

Its general findings on Remploy were: “Six of 
the 12 Enterprise Businesses together with the 
Preston E-Cycle and Croespenmaen packaging 
sites are not viable in their current form. 

“These businesses are considered to have no 
clear restructuring proposition which could make 
them commercially viable; therefore, the most 
likely option which the Board of Remploy may 
take is for them to close, unless continued subsidy 
is provided.” 


Maria Miller, Minister for Disabled People, said 
the £320m should be used more effectively by 
helping individuals into work and offering them 
more choice. 

She said: “We have accepted the recommendation 
from the Sayce review to refocus support on indi¬ 
viduals through services like Access to Work, rather 
than institutions like Remploy, so more disabled 
people can work in mainstream employment rather 
than Government funded segregated factories.” 

Government statistics say its costs the taxpayer 
£25,000 a year to support each disabled employee 
working in a Remploy factory, while the cost to 
support a disabled person in mainstream employ¬ 
ment through Access to Work is around £2,900. 

The announcement was also criticised by a num¬ 
ber of workers’ unions, including GMB, whose 
national secretary Phil Davis said: “I never 
thought that I would live to see the day that an 
organisation set up to provide sustainable employ¬ 
ment for disabled people being shut down. 

“It is a disgrace that a number of large charities, 
set up to help disabled people and run by very well 
paid, able bodied people have misled the British 
public and provided the government with the 
cover to undertake this act of sacking disabled 
workers. Shame on them.”

Air quality improvements dismissed 
because of ‘disproportionate’ costs

PLANS to improve London’s air quali¬ 
ty have been dismissed by Government 
over costs. 

Deadly Nitrogen Dioxide particles 
(N02s) are known to be killing thou¬ 
sands of people in east London each 
year, despite the European Union hav¬ 
ing set the UK a swathe of targets 
which it has not met. 

The Department for the Environment, 
Farming and Rural Affairs (DEFRA) 
has now said the cost of meeting the 
measures would be ‘disproportionate’, 
but refused to say how. 

Spokesman Julia Thompson said: 
“We are not going to get into the details 
of this report.” 

According to DEFRA figures, air 
pollution costs the taxpayer £20billion 
in health and environmental impacts, 
which is the equivalent of half the 
defence budget. 

The health impact of smoking costs 
the taxpayer £L7b, however tobacco 
taxes also generate £10b a year for the 
Treasury. 

DEFRA was heavily criticised in a 
report by Parliament’s Environmental 
Audit Committee in November, which 
warned that there would be serious con¬ 
sequences if action was not taken. 

It said: “We have seen no meaningful 
evidence to suggest progress towards 
meeting air targets has improved. 


“The government needs to act now to 
save the health of a nation.” 

Governments have encouraged the 
use of diesel because it gives out mar¬ 
ginally less Carbon Dioxide and partic¬ 
ulate matter (PM) emissions which, 
technically, makes them more environ¬ 
mentally fhendly. 

However, the health impact of N02 is 
much higher than that of C02. 

While the Government says it will 
meet PM targets, it has admitted it can¬ 
not meet N02 targets. 

“We have seen no mean¬ 
ingful evidence to suggest 
progress towards meeting 
air targets has improved.” 

And while the Government is in con¬ 
trol of most environmental issues, cer¬ 
tain areas are delegated more local and 
regional powers. 

Mayor of London, Boris Johnson, has 
said he would ensure that all new buses 
in the capital from this year, would be 
electric-diesel hybrids. 

However, some argue that the mayor 
has been slow on taking up the buses, 
which would have reduced N02 emis¬ 
sions. 

The Green Party has claimed that 
making the entire bus fleet hybrid 
would lead to a more environmentally 


friendly and healthier city, as well as 
tightening up Low Emission Zone 
(LEZ) restrictions and investing in fur¬ 
ther green transport. 

Green Party assembly member, Jenny 
Jones, said: “We know hybrid buses 
reduce pollution, so why is the Mayor 
slowing down the roll up, rather than 
speeding it up?” 

Green candidate for the City & East 
GLA constituency, Chris Smith, 
believes the Government’s failure to act 
was ‘unconscionable’. 

He said: “People in some of the most 
deprived boroughs in east London are 
especially at risk when taking into 
account other lifestyle factors. 

“London’s current air quality crisis is 
equal to the great smog of the 1950s 
and we need modern solutions to 
ensure public health is protected.” 

In a statement, DEFRA claimed it 
was looking to work with local author¬ 
ities to encourage them to start public 
awareness campaigns. 

In 2010 - the last year for which fig¬ 
ures are available - three sites in 
London exceeded the average hourly 
healthy limits of N02. 

There were also seven London loca¬ 
tions where the annual average of N02 
was above the healthy annual limits. 

Greater London as a whole had 
exceeded the daily target of 50 micro¬ 
grammes per cubic meter, more than 
the permitted 18 times. 


According to EU figures, London has 
the highest concentration of N02 of 
any capital city in the European Union. 

Figures released by the EU’s Urban 
Audit team said London’s level is 
43.42, compared to the lowest, which is 
in Tallinn, the capital of Estonia which 
measures up as 12.46. 

Berlin, a city with a similar size and 
demographic to London, weighs in at 
24.53, and the EU capital average is 
29.16.

London’s N02 concentration is the 
highest of any city in the UK, with 
Glasgow coming second with 42.71, 
and Leicester third with 36.44. 

The worst city in the EU for the N02 
average is Cremona, Italy, with 71.94. 

Seven other Italian cities, 
Regensburg in Germany and the 
Spanish city of Barcelona make up the 
top 10. 

Germany introduced stringent low 
emissions zones in 2002, and as a 
result, the country’s N02 emissions 
has plummeted. 

Previously, governments have 


applied to the EU for a range of exten¬ 
sions to meet N02 standards. 

This tactic was criticised by the com¬ 
mittee, which said that it was impor¬ 
tant to start to meet targets now. 

It said: “Applying for extensions 
with an expectation that target values 
will be diluted in the near future, is 
putting the health of UK residents at 
risk.” 

Environmental Protection UK 
spokesman, Lewis Merdler, said not 
enough had been done to test the stan¬ 
dard of diesel emissions. 

He said: “Diesel produces less C02, 
and the government hoped improving 
their emissions standards would cut 
pollution - but they’ve proved much 
worse in real driving conditions. 

“What we would like is to see more 
use made of green, affordable public 
transport, which would reduce emis¬ 
sions on roads.” 

Simon Birkett, the director of the 
Clean Air in London campaign group, 
said both current and past govern¬ 
ments had failed to take action. 

He said: “Things like more low 
emissions zones, for instance, with 
stricter limits would have made a dif¬ 
ference. Neither the Coalition nor 
Labour did that. 

“Compare that to Germany, where 
they introduced LEZs sooner, and 
their air quality is so much better than 
ours.”

ALMOST 3,300 Olympic and 
Paralympic tickets have been allocated 
to youngsters in Barking and Dagenham. 

The announcement was made last 
week by the Mayor of London which 
will see 3,275 tickets given to the bor¬ 
ough for the games. 

Of the total amount, 1,836 tickets are 
for the Olympic Games (56 per cent) 
while 1,439 are for the Paralympics (44 
per cent) 

The number of tickets allocated to 
Barking and Dagenham ranked the bor¬ 


ough 20th out of the 33 boroughs 
despite being a neighbouring borough 
to Newham. 

Letters were sent to the 2,419 schools, 
across London last week telling them 
which sports the tickets were for. 

To be in with a chance of getting tick¬ 
ets the school had to be signed up with 
the London 2012 ‘Get Set’ Education 
Network run in partnership with 2012 
organisers LOCOG. 

Lollowing the announcement. Mayor 
Boris Johnson said: “We’re heading into 
what will surely be the most exciting 
and inspiring summer of sport this 


country has every seen, and it is only 
right that the capital’s young people are 
at the heart of the action.

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Mother^ fresh plea five 
years after son’s murder 



THE MOTHER of murdered schoolboy 
Adam Regis has made a heartfelt 
appeal for help in tracing his killers on 
the fifth anniversary of his death. 

Kristina Ceasar has also filmed a 
YouTube video appeal - 
www.youtube. com/watch ?v^lDimwMy 
d7wc - and is begging people to come 
forward with information. 

Kristina spoke as it was revealed 
Adam’s former school has built a spe¬ 
cial garden in his memory for all pupils 
to use. 

“Please come forward,” she said. “To 
you, to everyone, five years is a long 
time, but a mother, it’s hard. 

“The police have always said you 
don’t have to give your name, nobody 
has to know it’s you, you can phone up 
anonymously. I’m begging, please 
come forward.” 

She spoke fondly of her son, saying 
Adam was a ‘joker’ and always there 
for his friends and family. 

Acting Detective Chief Inspector 
Andrew Kelly said: “It’s been five years 
since Adam was murdered in a com¬ 
pletely unprovoked attack. He was lov¬ 
ing and caring to his friends and family 
and everyone speaks so highly of him. 
It’s devastating for his family that his 
killers are still out there, living their 
lives. 

“But five years is a long time and we 
can only hope allegiances have 
changed. If you have any information 
that you didn’t feel you could come for¬ 
ward with previously please do so now. 
Maybe you’re now a parent yourself 
and can imagine what Adam’s family 
have been going through. 


“Please just contact us.” 

Adam’s school, Kingsford 
Community School, in Kingsford Way, 
Beckton, began work in summer 2010 
on a ‘garden of inspiration’ in memory 
of their much-loved pupil. 

It has been mostly funded through 
events organised by students them¬ 
selves and pupils came up with their 
own ideas on how it should be used. 

Located in a sheltered area of a play¬ 
ground, it will be officially opened this 
summer and includes benches and 
planting. 


Headteacher Joan Deslandes said: 
“The Kingsford memorial garden is a 
quiet, reflective place where students 
can go to be comforted and inspired. 
Whilst the garden has been created in 
memory of those who our school com¬ 
munity has tragically lost, it is also a 
place of inspiration and hope.” 

Seventeen people have been arrested 
in connection with Adam’s death dur¬ 
ing the course of the investigation. 

All have been released with no fur¬ 
ther action and no one has been 
charged. 


Reward in place to solve teen’s death 


DETECTIVES investigating 
the case are appealing for 
information, hope allegiances 
may have changed and that 
someone may come forward. 

A £20,000 reward is still in 
place for information leading 
to the arrest and prosecution 
of Adam’s killers. 

Adam, who is the nephew 
of international athlete John 
Regis, was stabbed to death 
in Plaistow on March 17 
2007 after a night out with 
friends at the cinema. 

The 15-year-old - who 
would have turned 21 this 
year - was taken to Newham 
General Hospital where he 


died shortly before 11pm. 

A post-mortem examina¬ 
tion gave the cause of death 
as a single stab wound to the 
chest. The knife used had a 
blade of at least 20cm and 
travelled through Adam’s 
right arm and into his chest, 
nicking the aorta of his heart. 

That evening Adam had 
travelled on a bus with friends 
back from the Showcase cine¬ 
ma in Beckton. 

He got off the bus with two 
friends (a male and female) at 
about 9pm at Romford Road 
in the area of Warwick Road, 
Stratford - about one-and-a- 
half miles from where he was 


found collapsed. 

On June 5 2007, murder 
detectives released CCTV 
footage of what are believed 
to be the four suspects and 
the vehicle they used (driven 
by a fifth suspect). 

Two of the suspects were 
picked up by the driver of a 
relatively rare VW Scirocco. 
It was an old-style bronze 
mark II Volkswagen 
Scirocco. Registration plates 
ran from the old X-reg 
(December 1981) through to 
K (June 1992). 

Two other suspects were 
seen running north along the 
New City Road towards 


Barking Road. 

Since Adam’s death, there 
has been a number of appeals 
for information, including a 
week-long series of events 
launched by detectives in 
2008 with the support of 
Adam’s family. The events 
included a song and video 
dedicated to Adam by award¬ 
winning artist Chipmunk, 
school presentations and lor¬ 
ries clad in appeal posters.

Minister approves 
hospitais merger 


THE proposed merger between Newham, Whipps 
Cross and Barts & The London Hospitals Trusts 
has been approved by health minister Andrew 
Lansley. 

The announcement was made last week and the 
merger is now subject to parliamentary process. 

It means Barts Health NHS Trust is on course to 
be formed on April 1 - making it the biggest Trust 
of his kind in the NHS.
